NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—A new society 
embracing recording artists from the 
musical comedy, orchestra and vaude- 
vile fields, which proposes to license 
nd charge radio stations an annual fee 
for broadcasting mechanical reproduc- 
tions made by its members, is in process 
of formation 

_The nization is modeled along the 
lin ciety of Composers, Authors 
and Publ: ishers, which esté iblished in the 
courts its right to charge movie houses, 
theaters, hotels, cabarets and all amuse- 
ment places using copyrighted music a 
yearly fee for playing the compositions 
cf its members 

The originator of the plan is Municipal 
Court Justice Frederick E. Goldsmith, 
associated with the theatrical law firm 
of Goldsmith, Goldblatt & Hanower, un- 
til he was appointed to the bench re- 
cently. It is his idea that radio sta- 
tions, which buy a record for 75 cents 
of Al Jolson, Paul Whiteman, Libby Hol- 
man, Rudy Vallee, or any other well- 
known recording artist, and then broad- 
cast it over the ether, can be made to 
pay for the privilege on the ground that 
such broadcasting constitutes an illegal 
gement on the artists’ rights. This 
marks the first time that the concept of 
an artist having a copyright interest in 
a — anically reproduced work has been

The meeting filled to overflowing the 
Grand Ballroom of the Hotel Astor and.

hardly an actor thruout the country that 
did not have some opinion on the sub- 
ject. The entire tenor of the meeting 
was that of killing the Sunday perform- 
ance 

Reginald Barlow, a member of the 
committee of three appointed by the as- 
sociation to investigate the question, 
opened the debate with the resolution of 
the committee: “That the Actors’ Equity 
Association withdraw its opposition to 
the Sunday performance and that it 
support the movement for the opening 
of the legitimate theaters on Sunday.” 

It was contended that the fheaters 
could be opened at once, because the 
governmental authorities charged with 
enforcement of the Sunday-closing law 
would not interfere if Equity withdrew 
its opposition. The movies, it was an- 
nounced, would have to be closed also if 
the theaters were stopped. 

An attempt was made during the meet- 
ing to stop the debate in the first stages 
and call for a vote, but Frank Gillmore, 
president, and John Emerson, ex-presi-

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—That the road is not dead for good productions and 
worth-while plays, a conclusion reached by the survey conducted several months 
ago by The Billboard, has been substantiated this week by the directors of the 


Theater Guild here. 


In an exclusive statement to The Billboard 


a Guild official 


expressed satisfaction with their road season, which is the third since the touring 


companies were first sent out, and added 
that thousands of requests have been 
received for more plays of the type done 
by the organization. This official said: 

“There is no use denying that some of 
our shows have been thru periods of sub- 
normal business, but on the whole we 
have no complaint whatever on our 
present season, because we have felt the 
increase in many places over last year 
and the year before. We really believe 
now that the type of shows we have sent 
out have made a definite impression and 
that our audiences on the road are the 
kind of audiences we need and want. 
All this season we have been deluged 
with letters from playgoers asking that 
we send more shows on the road, some- 
thing that unfortunately we cannot do. 

“Our road subscription lists this year 
have doubled over last season’s figures 
and we hope for a proportionate increase 
next year.” 

Including the subscribers in New York 
there are now more than 77,000 follow- 
ers of the Guild thruout the country. 
Their subscription lists are distributed as

Irish Theater 
Flops in N., Y. 


Players Leave Cast—Under- 
studies Finish — Folds 


Saturday Night 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—The Irish Thea- 
ter, sponsored by patrons of Gaelic art 
in the heart of the Irish-American center 
of the nation, has flopped. The Silver 
Tassie, Sean O’Casey's play and the first 
venture of the group, will close Saturday 
night after 40 performances. 

Six members of the original cast left 
Saturday night and their parts were as- 
sumed by understudies for this week 
Sherling Oliver, whose acting in the 
piece attracted attention, left the cast 
during the early part of last week 

The first play opened October 14, and 
since the opening they have played to 
audiences of 10 and 20 persons on occa- 
sions. It was said that the actors, all in 
on waivers, were at times paid sums as 
low as $5 a week. Inability to get money 
and subscriptions into the treasury re- 
sulted in the advertising agencies stop- 
ping the credit of the group, and exploi- 
tations also ceased, thereby leaving the 
players to put the play over on the 
strength of reviews, which genefally were 
disappointing. 

The group got off to an auspicious 
start in the Greenwich Village Theater, 
which was rechristened the Irish Thea- 
ter. Followers, it was assumed, would be 
easily secured from the ranks of the 
Irish-Americans living in Greenwich Vil- 
lage and other parts of New York 
strongly Irish. 

Listed as patrons and sponsors of the 
organization when it started were Otto 
Kahn, Michael MacWhite, Mrs. Donn 
Byrne, Dudley Digges, Mrs. Ernest Boyd, 
George Buckley, John Pulleyn, Samuel 
A. Eliot, Jr.; Joseph Lawren, Thomas 
Robinson, Julian W. Mack, James Reyn- 
olds, Mrs. Thomas Lamont, Llewellyn 
Powys, Francis P. Garvan, Mrs. George 
Chapman, William Rose Benet, Mfrs.

But despite the imposing list of pa- 
trons and the inferred financial aid, the 
movement soon took on the air of failure 
when the cast was paid after the first 
few performances. The percentages wer 
very weak 

Directors of the movement, one of 
whom was Patrick Farrell, executive di- 
rector, attempted to enlist the support 
of Actors’ Equity Association to hold the 
original cast in the play until the closing 
Saturday night. Equity, however, decided 
that the performers, for whom no bond 
had been posted, were free to leave the 
show with the one week's notice, which 
was given last Monday night. The piece 
will be played until Saturday night, and 
unless immediat® support is given the 
venture will fade from the New York 
horizon.

Playbrokers Have Grip on Writers Thru Loans That Treas- 
ury Cannot Make—No Money Is Cause of Leblang 
Offer Refusal 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18—-The plan recently proposed by Joe Leblang, cut-rate 
ticket broker, to partially eradicate the admitted evil of playbrokers contracting 
with established but needy playwrights for from 10 to 35 per cent of the profits 
from their future works in return for loans has not proven feasible, it was stated 
this week by the Dramatists’ Guild. No other sclution is in view, it was admitted 


The sole way which the Guild can 
see at present to protect its financially 
distressed members from ceding large 
shares in their plays yet to reach 
production is for some unknown bene- 
factor to provide a huge endowment for 
the purpose of making loans to play- 
wrights 

Joe Leblang offered to loan the Guild 
$25,000, without interest, for five years 
to finance dramatists who were waiting 
for plays to be produced or were at 
work on new plays with the stipulation 
that the sum be returned intact at the 
end of five years. 

As there was no assurance that dram- 
atists would be able to pay back loans, 
and the Guild has not sufficient money 
in its treasury to have refunded the 
sum when the time fell due, the offer 
was not accepted, the Guild stated. 

The Guild does make loans to members 
from the Authors’ League Fund. Such 
advances must be small, for the Authors’ 


Fund is not overly prosperous, it was 
stated 
The Billboard was reliably informed 


this week that the leading playbrokers 
have as much as $250,000 each out- 
standing in loans to dramatists. 

One case in which a play agency its 
charged with taking too high a rate of 
interest for a loan to a playwright is 
presently being fought in the courts. 
The plaintiff, Bayard Veiller, is con- 
testing the right of the American Play 
Company to get 20 per cent of the re- 
turns from The Trial of Mary Dugan in 
return for a loan a few years ago. Veiller 
contends that the play company would 
be amply compensated if it received 
only 10 per cent of his earnings from 
that play. ;

Shubert Sees Frau Strauss 


Claim Doubtful—Wimark 
May Sue Producer 


NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—The controversy 
precipitated last week by the protest to 
the Shuberts over the alleged unauthor- 
ized use of Johann Strauss’ music in 
their production of Die Fletlermaus by an 
American representative of the com- 
poser’s widow has become further entan- 
gled 


According to Lee Shubert, it is doubt- 
ful whether Frau Strauss has any claim 
to royalties from her husband’s music 
Shubert stated to The Billboard thi 
week that Herr Weinberger, of Berlin, 
and his American representative L 


Witmark & Sons, music publishers, claim 
to have the right to authorize the use 
of the late composer’s music and to 
collect all royalties without making any 
payment to Frau Strauss. 

Shubert said: 

“Ten years ago when I produced Die 
Fledermaus here I got the Strauss score 
from Witmark. I know that Frau 
Strauss did not get any royalties from 
the production at that time. 

“I have sent my European representa- 
tive to see Frau Strauss in Budapest. 
Before I pay any royalties to anyone I 
want to ascertain exactly whether Frau 
Strauss has any claim on me. 

“Should I pay any royalties I would be 
happy to see tnat she receives part or all 
of them. I had no intention of damag- 
ing Frau Strauss when I used her hus- 
band’s music. If she can show clear title 
to ~oyalties she will get them. Perhaps 
she can effect some arrangement with 
Weinberger and Witmark whereby she 
can prove her claims. I am not at pres- 
ent paying anyone royalties on the 
Strauss music.” 

Isadore Witmark, of the firm of M. 
Witmark & Sons, said he would have 
nothing to say for a week on the ques- 
tion of why Witmark is not receiving 
royalties from the Strauss music 

“At that time our case will be fully 
prepared and we will be ready to talk,” 
Witmark said, indicating that a suit 
against the Shuberts is perhaps contem- 
plated. 


Sponsors Own Work

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Equity, Enforcing Permits, 


Checks Actors, Managers 


Warns Performers and Managers To Be Certain Agents Are 
Licensed Before Services Are Sought — 18 Get 
Contracts 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—Actors’ Equity Association is now enforcing the permits 


that allow theatrical casting 
members of the association 
of an agent or 

Of the approximate 100 agents 
legitimate theater in New York, only 18 
Equity headquarters for 
Performers have been 
warned by Equity to heed the decision of 
the association and make sure agents are 
in good standing before dealings are 
commenced 

Following the meeting last Monday 
several manezers were checked up and 
informed by Equity representatives that 
continuance of relations with agents not 
licensed who were casting their shows 
would have to stop or the manager 
would run the risk of having his name 
added to the existing unfair list with 
the association This activity did not 
include any of the smaller producers, but 
involved several of the standard man- 
agers and one or two members of the 
Managers’ Protective Association, the 
group that has a contract with the 
actors’ association. 

Agents generally have taken the is- 
suance of the permits badly. They are 
stiJl opposed to the method, but because 
of Equity’s expressed intention of or- 
ganizing an agency of its own they are 
reluctantly coming into the headquarters 
of the association for the permits 

It is the opinion of many of the lead- 
ing actors of the legitimate theater now 
working on Broadway that the Equity 
agency is the only solution to the prob- 
lem. If it is organized it will be de- 
veloped along the lines of the labor 
clearing house now in operation in the 
musicians’ union and the stagehands’ 
union 

If this eventuality takes place no actor 
will be allowed to accept and engage- 
ment that does not go thru the Equity 
clearing house Many actors have al- 
ready expressed themselves in favor of 
the move as a method of completely 
removing the agency evil. 

A new feature of the personal rep- 
resentative contracts that have been is- 
sued is that the representative will get 
credit for weeks of work secured for per- 
formers he has under long-term con- 
tracts in other fields, such as vaude- 
ville and films. However, Equity insists 
that the actor reserve his right to accept 
such engagements and that if the actor 
does agree to work is other fields he 
must enter into a separate contract with 
the representative. This contract must 
be approved by Equity.

The first effort of these two ladies with 
the drama is not wholly a satisfactory 
one. Queen Bee substantially has a good 
central idea behind it, but is badly di- 
rected and sort of laughingly acted. The 
production will not attract much atten- 
tion on Broadway or anywhere for that 
matter. 

Set in Westchester County, one of the 
better suburban centers of New York, 
the idea seems to be that Janice Blake 
has mistaken her selfishness for re- 
sourcefulness. SMe has made life so 
miserable for her friends and family that 
they have come to leer from her when 
confidences are in order. She has fol- 
lowed a flirting policy with men to at- 
tract their attention simply to conquer. 
Janice wanted the world, her world, at 
her feet, but in the end she succeeds in 
losing friends and husband. Her desire 
to live near New York and be a woman 
of position forced her husband to give up 
his mining life for that of broker, which 
he despises 

The action takes place during a week- 
end party at the Blake home. John and 
Margaret Talbot are visiting, and Roger 
Hyde, a young man in love with Elaine 
Stevens, Janice’s sister, comes uninvited. 
Everything is very pleasant with Janice 
trying to entice John and break up the 
match between Roger and her sister. 
She twists innumerable situations that 
make her out for what she is to suit her 
fancy and thereby invokes the ire of all 
In the end, after her husband has heard 
her brazen attempts in inviting John’s 
attentions, she even loses him. Bereft 
of friends and husband, the curtain falls 
on the Queen Bee with her hive empty. 

Dinehart got precious little from his 
script and his direction is more often 
like that of a vaudeville show than that 
of a legitimate theater offering. There is 
one brilliant spot of acting, however. 
It is that of the young juvenile, Warren 
Parker, when he asserts his intentions 
He portrays seriousness as if he meant it 
and as he might if he were doing it in 
truth. And let it be said without mug- 
ging, which Brian Donlevy does a trifle 
too much of in his drunk scene. There 
are spots in this bit also, but mostly 
Donlevy is trying to play drunk instead 
of act it. There is a difference. Ger- 
trude Bryan constantly overacts. Ian 
Keith's performance in an uninteresting 
part is satisfactory, altho he had very 
little to do with. Two decorative young 
women carry the other parts in capable 
hands. They are Charlcie Heage and 
Eleanor Phelps. 

The one set is accurately the sort of 
one that might be found in a fashionable 
Westchester house. 

Queen Bee is not as disappointing as 
it might have been, but there was ample 
room for improvement

Promise of Spring. 

Winter Bound, the second subscription 
bill of the Provincetown Playhouse in 
the Garrick Theater, treats of a problem 
in abnormal psychology, but not in a 
very enlightening way. 

Its central character, a woman, is a 


crusader against sex in all forms, 
a particular bias against the relations 
of man and woman. Her goal is a type 
of womanhood free from the need of 
man except ag a servile domestic, wha 
will find in feminine company and work 
the only complete satisfaction in living. 

The problem posed in The Captive is 
studiously avoided by the author. He 
wavers and teeters on the point of 
reaching some clarification, but fright- 
ened, possibly thru fear of the censors, 
he limns his female protagonist in an 
ambiguous way which vitiates the por- 
trait. 

Dickinson shows her willing to fight 
for the woman she wants, jealous of her 
attraction to men and in the end when 
she cannot hope to gain her point, con- 
fessing her “clean” love. But al] the 
while he burdens her with a philosophy 
expressing the strongest repugnance to 
sex. 

The scene of the play is laid in the 
living room of a cottage in the back- 
woods of Connecticut. Here are two 
women, one the protagonist, a sculptor, 
the other, her friend, whom she has in- 
duced to spend the winter with her and 
try out her theory of remaining with- 
out men. Into this setting is introduced 
a cowboy, a finely virile if crude man. 
The chief conflict begins at this point, 
with Tony using all her wiles to prevent 
the natura] attraction of her friend, 
Emily, and the cowboy, Chet Williams. 

After three acts of opposition Tony 
finds she is powerless to destroy Emily's 
affection and storms out into the night. 

Tony is depicted as a zealot who can 
see only in her ideas a goal for women. 
In consequence she becomes a blight 

The piece is not well strung together 
There is no adequate explanation for 
Emily’s indecision, nor why Chet did not 
force matters sooner. Tony's scene with 
the local youth was stretched out too 
long and without necessity. The boy's 
death under a train was unconvincing 
as forcing the climax, and the episode 
of the cowboy's labor used to bring mat- 
ters to a head was a crude device 

Aline MacMahon gave a vigorous and 
excellent performance as the masculine 
Tony. Marie Goff played well the role 
of Emily Fullbright in the subdued wav 
nade necessary by the author’s inde- 
cisiveness. Willard Robertson gave an 
excellent characterization as the cow- 
boy farmer. Warren Colston was good 
as an aged retainer, and Richard Abbott 
caught something of the crudity of his 
role. Hume Derr and Otto Hulett, who 
were seen for but a few minutes on 
stage, were satisfactory. 

The single setting by Eugene Fitsch 
was perfect in its fittingness and taste 
James Light's direction was at times as 
obscure as the play itself. 

Winter Bound is a wholly decent study, 
which will offend no one. But it seems 
that the author in his unwillingness to 


with 


give offense spoiled what might have 
been a fine play. As it stands the piece 
is well and interestingly done. The 


Provincetown Playhouse follows in its 
experimental tradition in putting on 
this play. It will not, however, add 
greatly to the luster of that tradition.

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—A new art 
group which proposes no art-for-art’'s- 
sake program, but intends, according to 
its announcement, to offer plays which 
will amuse and interest. unfolded its first 
presentation this week at the renovated 
and enlarged Provincetown Playhouse in 
Greenwich Village. The play, a revival 
of Strindberg’s The Pelican, translated 
by Hans Alin and Raymond Jamieson, 
was an unfortunate choice, for it is one 
of the least credible and diverting of the 
Swedish author’s works 

The group, however, showed good 
sense in choosing a play with but one 
setting and in which but five characters 
are employed. A fault of the little the- 
ater groups generally is to attempt to 
present plays which are far beyond their 
financial resources to stage and to crowd 
their small stages with too many char- 
acters. 

The single setting of a living room by 
Sarah Louise De Rolph was good. The 
performance of the players was semi- 
professional. Anthony Grey as the son of 
an evil mother at times shouted his 
part without consideration of the smal] 
theater in which he was appearing. Lil- 
lian Okun as a menacing maid allowed 
a sleepy tone to creep into her speech 
as she made her low-voiced declarations 
of defiance. Barbara Benedict did a bit 
too much chest heaving as she straight- 
ened up ever so often. David de Sisto 
gave a fair portrayal in an ambiguous 
role. Aside from these faults the di- 
rection of William Dorsey Blake was 
good. The players seem to have caught 
the little theater atmosphere and held 
the attention of the audience.

“Fifty Million Frenchmen” 
Not Yet Set for Broadway

activity to the best interests of the organization.” 


This statement was issued by a 


high official of the circuit, and serves to shake from their renewed confidence in 


the future an appreciable numbey of 
agents and producers who had come to 
look upon the changes of the last three 
weeks as a tortunate stroke. These mem- 
bers of the agent-producer clan had 
spoken into themselves the idea that 
with a new machine running the office 
the situation of “deadwood” agents 
would gradually be neglected.

Marcellus 
enies All 


Says Alexandro Forfeited 
Partnership Right—VMA 
Reserves Decision 


NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—The VMA held 
a preliminary hearing this week in the 
complaint brought by Spiro Alexandro 
against Budd Marcellus, the former 
charging that profits of International 
Rhythm, an act in which they shared 
ownership, were withheld from him for 
a period of 14 weeks. Since both sides 
offered such vastly different accounts of 
what they presented as the real situa- 
tion, the managers’ arbitration organiza- 
tion postponed further action until it 
receives more detailed statements. The 
final action, it was hinted, will be along 
the lines of a cash settlement, altho it 
is also Nkely that both litigants will 
find themselves out money. 

Alexandro was accompanied at the 
VMA confab by Hyman Emerson, his at- 
torney. Marcellus was unable to be 
present since he is working with the 
act on dates out of the Chicago RKO 
office. He was represented, however. by 
his mother, Mrs. Mina Watson, who con- 
stitutes herself the present owner of the 
act. 

The Alexandro side of the interesting 
controversy was given in detail in The 
Billboird of November 9. In the story 
released by the local producer and his 
attorney the case was represented as 
one of clear guilt against Marcellus. Mrs 
Watson brought with her a statement 
from her son, however, which goes into 
every detail of the Alexandro statement 
and denies every one of his assertions. 

The most enlightening feature of the 
Marcellus version is a statement to the 
effect that Alexandro is not a copro- 
ducer of the act because he did not 
carry out his part of the agreement 
creating this mutual relation. Marcellus 
contends that Alexandro was to have fi- 
nanced the act and that instead he pro- 
vided rented scenery that was later sent 
back to its owner because Alexandro 
had not made due payments on it. Mrs 
Watson added that she bought new 
for the act on September 13, 
three months after it was launched from 
New York 

Marcellus also states that he produced 
an earlier version of the act in the fall 
of 1928, this being closed shortly after 
because of the high scenery rental rate. 
He also denies that he took advantage 
of Alexandro’s illness the middle of Au- 


scenery 


rust by not sending statements or 
moneys. Altho Alexandro stated that 
the act had reached a salary level of 


£950 after playing 14 weeks out of the 
local RKO office, Marcellus contradicts 
this, stating thru his mother that the 
t was never paid more than $650. 

In Alexandro’s version it was said that 
Marcellus pleaded a violation of the 
ecreement thru Alexandro’s refusal to 
forward wardrobe material that involved 
" expenditure of not more than $5. 
Marcellus states that the material re- 
quested cost nearer to 835 and was in- 
dispensable to the act Marcellus gives 
\ detailed account of his expenses, add- 
ing that he “did not receive one cent of 
lary for seven weeks.”

Condition Mirrored in 


Relief Appeals to NVA 


NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—A most con- 
vincing symptom of depressing condi- 
tions without precedent among per- 
formers is given in a_ statement by 
Henry Chesterfield. secretary of the 
NVA, that never before have there been 
sO many appeals for aid filed with him 
as during the period since the official 
opening of the season. Not only has 
Chesterfield’s office been besieged with 
urgent appeals for financial aid and 
moral support in cases of performers who 
are nonplussed about where to turn for 
a means of making a living, but the re- 
sources of his office are also being over- 
taxed by handling divers complaints on 
various matters filed by vaudevillians 

In the last several weeks Chesterfield 
has been working steadily in an effort 
to clear up his interview schedule, The 
resolve to give all an ear who have a 
reasonable motive for calling upon him 
has kept him efoseted in private con- 
ferences daily from early in the morning 
until well past midnight. The unusual 
condition has made itt necessary for him 
to divide his day into four periods, all 
equally crammed with detail. 

In addition to a record number of 
personal conferences with advice-seeking 
professionals, Chesterfield is said to be 
handling the heaviest matl within 
memory, consisting mostly of the self- 
same appeals for aid from performers 
and others acting as intermediaries for 
them Partly responsibly for this deluge 


of aid and advice seekers on the Chester- 
field office is the huge amount of trade 
and newspaper publicity given the new 
administration of the NVA, stressing its 
all-consuming desire to help the actor 
and promote his private welfare. Since 
Chesterfield, as far as can be ascertained, 
is the only officer of the organization 
easily available and _ ostentatiously 
amenable to being approached on per- 
sonal problems, it has naturally fallen 
to him to bear the brunt of the renewed 
interest in the organization 


A large percentage of outsiders is In- 
cluded in the legion seeking Chester- 
field's intervention. or advice This 


condition is occasioned by his frequent 
statements to the effect that his door 
is always open to all in the profession. 

While it has naturally been impossible 
to render the aid asked in all cases. 
Chesterfield stated that he is doing all 
in his power to alleviate the unusually 
depressing situation, and in this work he 
is getting the fullest co-operation of his 
colleagues in the organization A great 
part of Chesterfield'’s work of late has 
been to connect disappointed performers 
with other fields of work, either as a 
means of bridging over the present spell 
of professional unemployment or to 
swing the unsuccessful ones away from 
the vaudeville field altogether. This he 
is doing both by direct contacts or con- 
erete suggestions as to possible ticups 
in other occupations

The main object is to get a date. and 
the operators have become wised up to 
this. Consequently, acts soliciting time 
from bookers of these houses are made 
to understand the conditions. The line- 
up of the average indie bill nowadays is 
a laugh. Some acts are getting little 
better than coffee and cake, others are 
getting less and an appreciable portion 
don’t know what they are getting and 
care less. Which is giving the indie 
boys consistently good shows at less 
money a week than .t takes to buy two- 
reel comedies : 

If the bookers concerned are wise 
they are getting a good rakeoff for de- 
livering strong shows. dropping the idea 
entirely of handing out contracts with 
five per cent clauses. Several are known 
to be doing this, and one has been at 
it for years. And he never had a com- 
plaint filed against him with the V. M. A 
This bird books two houses hereabouts.

Sherman failed to appear, and conse-

It is reported that Sherman is charged 
specifically with violating Section 172, of 
Chapter 700, of the aws of 1910, amend- 
ing Article 11, of the General Business 
Law. 

Section 172 reads: 


A person shall not open, keep, main- 
tain or carry on any employment 
agency, as defined in the preceding sec- 
tion, unless he shall have first procured 
a license therefor, as provided in this 
article, from the Mayor or the Com- 
missioner of Licenses of the city in 
which such person intends to conduct 
such agency. Such license shall be 
posted in a conspicuous place in said 
agency. Any person who shall open or 
conduct such an employment agency 
without procuring said license shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be 
punishable by a fine of rot less than 
$25 and not more than $250, or by im- 
prisonment for a period of not more 
than one year, or both, at the discre- 
tion of the court. 

Sidney Taylor, comedian and standard- 
bearer of a sketch, is said to be one of 
the witnesses held in readiness by the 
License Bureau to be summoned against 
Sherman. Taylor and Sherman were in- 
volved several months ago in a squabble 
over the former's alleged cancellation 
without reasonable cause. 

While Sherman is believed to be at- 
tempting to prove to License Bureau 
that he does a net business here, and is 
not, therefore, obliged to operate as a 
licensed agency, the case being prepared 
against him for initial presentation in 
the Magistrates Court is designed to 
show that he issues uniform employment 
agency contracts, and extracts five 
per cent from the acts’ gross salaries 

According to a License Bureau official, 
Sherman is not the only Philly booker 
who will have action taken against him 
for violating Section 172. The cases of 
others found to be operating contrary to 
the General Business Law will be taken

of the rail come to its rescue with overt 
encouragement 


In the present employment crisis it 
is admitted that acts and performers 
of all kinds are affected. But it is also 


admitted that out of all classes of per- 


formers who are being made to feel the 
pinch of poverty none of the cases is 
as tragic and more deserving of trade 
consideration than the outmoded char- 
acter and sine-dance people who at- 
tained the height of their powers in an- 
other generation Younger performers 
have other fields to turn to, and many 
heave already taken this step with ac- 


companying success, but the less pliable 


oldtimers were most of them born and 
bred on the stage. They cannot as 
easily, and a pitiful number of them 
find it impossible, meet the vastly 


different demands of other fields 


In the plan of the sympathetic pro- 
ducers, who shall remain unidentified, is 
a resolve on their part to find many 
parts as is reasonably possible for the 
elderly professional in their forth- 
coming offering The “youth and 
beauty” ideas of vaudeville booker: 


which at least have the merit of being 
a] 


consistent with the public taste, have 
also worked havoc among the oldtimers. 
With this destructive factor to contend 
with and the general employment situa- 
tien at low ebb, the situation in which 
elderly folk find themselves looks quite 
hopeless. 

he idea of going out of one’s way to 
find employment for the castoffs is con- 
sidered not altogether diverse to the 
popular icea of vaudeville entertain- 
ment. It is brought out in support of 
this that every old-timer act given ap- 
preciable time on the larger circuits in 
recent seasons has been a huge success 
This is particularly the case in those 
acts leaning on the father-son idea for 
audience approval. It is felt that while 
not all the worthy cases of neglected 
oldtimers can be alleviated by the pro- 
mulgation of casting and routining ideas 
for their accommodation enourch can be 
taken care of to alleviate a condition 
not otherwise remediable. Charitable 
measures, Of course, are always a likely 
resort, but many of the oldtimers af- 
fected by present conditions are known 
to possess far too much pride to allow 
themselves to fall into this class 


Old-timer weeks at representative 
heuses thruout the country have been 
suggested, and in RKO's extension of its 
intact-show plan it is likely that a bill 


will be made up entirely of men and 
women favorites of another generation 
It also has been suggested as a prace 
tical measure of relief, and as a good 
piece of showmanship, that the larger

This point was made clear in an interview given The Billboard by President 
Aspects not before discussed here of the reorganization of the 


booking office were revealed by the RKO 
standardbearer as he stressed firstly that 
the division of the sixth floor into three 
distinct departments came about directly 
as a result of George A. Godfrey's request 
to be relieved of the detail, which had 
been gradually smothering him since he 
took over the booking office reins seven 
months ago. This statement, coming 
personally from Brown, is of great import 
to the trade, since it acts as a permanent 
barrier to those who are persistent in 
their softly spoken assertions that the 
reorganization move is a comedown for 
Godfrey, and a result of Brown's dis- 
satisfaction with the sixth-floor admin- 
istration. 


It now is made known also, altho 
not from the Brown office, that Godfrey 
not only started the ball rolling for the 
reorganization move, but that it was on 
his suggestion that Brown appointed 
Charles J. Freeman to the Western book- 
ing post and Ben Piazza as office man- 
ager of the sixth floor. There are those 
who still insist that Godfrey is the 
“silent boss” on the sixth floor, but this 
is denied both by Godfrey and Brown. 
The latter explained during the course 
of the interview that he has learned a 
great deal about vaudeville in the time 
he has been at the head of the circuit, 
and feels that he is now prepared to 
assume an active and more intelligent 
interest in this portion of the circuit's 
activity. This statement recalls the al- 
together pleasing note inserted into the 


advent of the present administration by 
Brown, when he frankly admitted to 
newspapermen that he knew little of 


vaudeville, but was eager to learn. 


It appears that the intervening months 
have found Brown an apt student of the 
two-and-more-a-day, with such tutors as 
Godfrey at eloow's reach, and under the 
New plan of booking-office administra- 
tion he is sitting in as a member of what 
might be called a board of vaudeville 
strategy Others on this board are 
Joseph Plunkett, RKO’s operator of thea- 
ters, and also said to be enlisted as a 
vaudeville booster; B. B. Kahane, RKO's 
general counsel and vice-president; God- 
frey, Freeman and Piazza. 


While Brown is allowing Godfrey and 
the others free rein in the operation of 
the booking office, he is taking a more 
active interest personally in the depart- 
ment, and is now looked upon as the 
“central force” for the cementing of the 
work of the three divisions While 
Plunkett has quite enough on his hands 
with the operation and expansion of 
RKO’S theater chain, he, too, is sitting 
in more often than formerly on vaude- 
ville conferences 

Brown pledges himself personally to 
“keep vaudeville’, which he wishes in- 
terpreted as an earnest desire to favor 
vaudefilm over other policies, unless con- 
ditions are such that they stamp sucn 
an action as trade suicide. He came out 
strongly for the intact-show idea shortly 
after assuming office, and Brown is for 
it now even stronger. He believes this 
type of booking is the salvation of vaude- 
ville, and indicated that it will not be 
long before it is in use universally over 
the circuit.

This is the first time the local vaude- 
ville fraternity has lamped the sawed- 
off feature of the lately departed 
Almanac of that lad Anderson as a 
single. Jimmy Savo, on the apron with- 
out the auburn-haired Joan Franza, 
constitutes a novelty, and by any token 
a new act. There are those who still 
believe that Jimmy cannot make a go 
6f jt without some fem. flash, but they 


naven’t yet caught him in the latest 
version of his inimitable pantoisms. 


When Jimmy first made them open their 
eyes and unloose their laugh valves back 
in 1923, one reviewer wrote that he “af- 
fects rather closely the style of Bozo 
Snyder.” The reviewer would do well by 
himself to catch Jimmy now 

Savo has retained the strongest items 
amongst old bits, and he has ap- 
parently applied himself assiduously to a 
regimen of improvisation There are 
countless pieces of delightful business 
here that we do not recollect viewing 
before. Despite his poignantly funny 
warbling, the eccentric funster is still at 
his best as a sight attraction. What a 
knockout he'll be in the talkies—and 
without sounds and effects! 

Uses his bean-shooter bit as an effec- 
tive opening, out hearty laughs 
in close with his great 
mugging and limb frolicking, and then 
breaks out into his first warble of a 
heart-rending round of balladics His 
panto. business is resumed, being high- 
lighted at this period with his lighted 
match bit. He nears the bows with the 
music-cue number, which is among the 
most imitated of low-comedy effects in 
vaudeville today He did a generous 
piece of stepping for a show-stopping 
encore, and on being forced out again 
finished with a vaudevillized I Pagliacci 
aria. Savo is the best act of his kind on 
the big time, and by a long shot.

Billy Farrell, lithe dancing comedian, 
has partly recast his Back Home act 
since caught here two seasons ago. Dad 
Farrell, an elderly gent who should have 
been picked up long ago by legit. scouts 
looking for good character people, re- 
mains to serve out the punchy stepping 
and comedy business. Except when itt 
comes to taking solo bows, it’s a pretty 
tough job to determine who is the Billy 
Farrell referred to on the annunciators. 
That's how strong an asset the smooth- 
pated old fellow is. The woman playing 
the mother part is new, and young Far- 
rell announced her name rather indis- 
tinctly from the apron at the bows. 
Also in the current version of the appeal- 
packed act is an unbilled miss who has 
lots to say in the opening scene, but 
fades out of the picture like a slighted 
guest. She's the only one of the quartet 
who doesn't sing or step. Looks rather 
peculiar, this state of affairs, but ex 
plainable, of course, by her possible in- 
disposition at the show caught. 


The act is fashioned in the opening 
minutes along comedy-sketch lines, but 
this idea falls out as the boy and the 
delightful old codger vie with each other 
in drawing laughs and doing every con- 
ceivable version of soft and hard-shoe 
stepping.

Hungarian Composer 
Claims Song Pirated 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—Lajor Serly, 
Hungarian composer, filed suit in Fed- 
eral Court this week charging that the 
song, Save Your Sorrow for Tomorrow, 
written by Al Sherman and B. G. De- 
Sylva, is an “almost complete piracy” of 
his composition, Kef Ne/feljos, published 
in 1922 in the United States along with 
others of Serly’s songs in a volume 
called Osszes Magyar Daleu. 

Serly asks that all profits from the 
song, Save Your Sorrow for Tomorrow, 
be turned over to him. He seeks also 
to have Shapiro-Bernstein & Company, 
publishers of the song, restrained from 
further publication and sale of the song. 

In an answering affidavit prepared by 
Alfred Beekman, of House, Grossman & 
Vorhaus, attorneys, Sherman denies the 
charge of plagiarism. In defense, he 
states that Serly’s song was first pub- 
lished in Hungary in 1909 and that 
therefore his song is in the public do- 
main, and his claim to be the bona-fide 
copyright holder invalid. 

Shapiro-Bernstein in defense state 
that Serly's laxness in filing the suit, 
considering the fact that Save Your Sor- 


row for Tomorrow was first published 
in 1925, should be viewed as a weak link 
in his suit. The music publishers state 
that as the popularity of a song depends 
in almost direct ratio on its exploita- 
tion, Serly should have filed suit when 
the number was first published instead 
of waiting until the profits had accumu- 
lated.

Since the advent of 
talk the majority of producers have 
evidently been of the opinion that any 
Screen production that was all-talking 
warranted a long run at advanced prices. 
The only reason that Broadway did not 
see more films at advanced prices was 


the lack of the necessary houses in 
which to show them. Many of those 
shown as advanced price films have 


been only mediocre screen entertainment 
—some of them not even first-rate pro- 
gram productions.. 

The novelty of sound and talk is a 
thing of the past The sooner pro- 
ducers come to a realization of that fact 
the better it will be for them and the 
film industry. For some time there was 
a certain amount of publicity in plac- 
ing a film in a legitimate theater for 
a long run. At least to the exhibitor 
away from New York it meant a certain 
amount of prestice for the production. 
But now the small exhibitor is fully 
cognizant of the fact that many pictures 


have been held for long runs at a 
tremendous loess to the man who had 
leased the theater. The public likewise 


has learned that unless a production is 
an outstanding hit they will see it 
shortly at neighborhood theaters at 
a small admission 

Then, too, these same productions later 
come to the leading Broadway theaters 
in conjunction with an enormous stage 
show, a symphony orchestra, at an ad- 
mission charge that ranges from 35 
cents in the morning to $1 top evenings, 
a handicap that the long run will have 
a dificult time to cope with.

H. Schullman sitting as the seventh arbitrator, has awarded a verdict and damages 
to Vitagraph, Inc., in the case brought by it against Anthony P. Jim, of the Ohio 
Valley Amusement Company, owners of the Queen Aliquippa Theater, Aliquippa,

synchronized prints of 30 Warner Bros. 
pictures which he contracted for on Sep- 
tember 9, 1929. 

Jim’s refusal to play the pictures 
igned for, grew out of the fact that 
he was unable to purchase scores from 
the Vitaphone Corporation at a price 
reeable to him. He contended that 
Vitaphone Corporation and Vita- 
raph, Inc., were the same organization 
and that the failure of the Vitaphone 
Corporation to accept his offer for 
scores could be legally charged as the 
failure of Vitagraph, Inc. 

On November 2 the case was argued 
before the Pittsburgh Arbitration Beard, 
but as no decision could be reached, a 
seventh arbitrator was named by the 
secretary of the Film Board. At the 
second hearing, with E. J. Finnigan rep- 
resenting Vitagraph, Inc., the distributor 
was awarded the judge's verdict. 

Ir giving his reasons for the decision 
the judgé said in part: 

“Vitagraph, Inc., and the Vitaphone

Movies,” and declared that Hays repre- 
sents only eight or nine of the “large 
producing and distributing film compa- 
nies. During the course of his speech 
Steffes told members of the local organi- 
zation that their contracts for films with 
the distributing companies are illegal 
and they “may use the paper to start 
the furnace with.” The speaker said 
that a decision of Judge Thatcher in the 
Federal District Court in New York 
termed these contracts illegal. “Judge 
Thatcher's decision,” he said, “makes the 
unified contract between producers and 
exhibitors of moving pictures illegal. 
Hays and his bunch were responsible for 
these illegal contracts. The system of 
arbitration is illegal. And these biz pro- 
ducers and distributors had better guard 
against violating the Sherman Anti-Trust 
Act.” 

A. J. Bethancourt, of Houma, president 
of the local organization of exhibitors, 
was advised by Steffes to disregard 
the demand of the Louisiana State 
Board of Arbitration to appear before it. 
Bethancourt is charged with having vi- 
olated his contract with distributing 
film companies. “If these exhibitors seek 
to enforce the arbitration clause against 
Bethancourt,” Steffes said, “they will be 
in contempt of court on account of the 
New York Judge's decision.” 


Columbia Buys Balance 
Of the Gower Ranch 


HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 18.—To provide for 
the erection of more sound stages Co- 
lumbia has acquired by purchase the 
remaining strip of the old Gower Ranch, 
which originally extended from what is 
now Melrose to Sunset streets and Gower 
to Tamarind streets.

American talking picture equipment from all of Europe is borne out by the an- 
nouncement this week of the formation of a new $5,000,000 company, to be known 


as Associated Sound Film Industries, Ltd. 


Announcements of the formation of 


this company came from London during the past week, and were confirmed by 


Heinrich J. Kuchenmeister, head of a 
Dutch group, controlling sound patents. 
Besides Kuchenmeister Internationale, 
one of the four companies forming the 
new organization, there are also in the 
combine British Talking Pictures, Klang- 
film and Tobis. These are the organiza- 
tions that have caused troulge to Western 
Electric and RCA thruout the Continent. 

The chief backing of the new organiza- 
tion is by the Kuchenmeister organiza- 
tion, European bankers. The guiding in- 
fluence behind the new organization is 
said to be the Schlesinger Brothers, who 
control the De Forest patents. Suits in 
America are now pending against Fox 
and Western Electric, in which De: Forest 
claims infringements on his sound on 
film device. 

Heinrich J. Kuchenmeister, head of the 
banking organization, admitted last week 
to the Berlin correspondent of The Wall 
Street Journal that the motive behind 
the organization of the new company 
was to close as much of Europe as possi- 
ble to American talkies until European 
productions and equipments had reached 
@ position in which they were able to 
cope with the American product and de- 
vices. 

Kuchenmeister would like to see arf 
agreement reached between his organiza- 
tion and W. E. whereby there would be 
complete interchangeability. His idea, it 
is understood, is to let his company 
furnish equipment for all of Europe, re- 
serving the rest of the world for W. E. 
and RCA.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—Will H. Hays, 
head of the Motion Picture Producers’ 
and Distributors’ Association, does not 
read The Churchman, th. publication 
edited by Dr. Guy Emery Shipler, whose 
cclumns have seen fit to flay the motion 
picture industry and its officials for 
bringing a so-called laxity of morals to 
the screen by way of its productions, 
which, according to the editorial, preach 
only box office. 

Mr. Hays admitted that he did not 
read the publication after he had been 
queried by metropolitan dailies concern- 
ing an editorial which appeared in the 
last issue of The Churchman 

The editorial says: “We are often 
asked how much responsibility Mr. Hays 
really possesses for the crime teaching 
and sex-suggestive products of the so- 
called ‘industry’. The only person who 
would appear really to know is Mr. Hays 
himself.” 

The questions asked are: 

“Exactly what power, Mr. Hays, do you 
possess over the character of films pro- 
duced and distributed by the Motion 
Picture Producers and Distributors’ As- 
sociation? 

“Can you veto unfit films? 

“If so, why do you not do it? 

“If you lack the power of doing any- 
thing why do you go thru all the mo- 
tions of enlisting women’s clubs, minis- 
ters, the Federal Council gf Churches 
and the like in perpetual ‘investigations’ 
leading only to the box office, and be- 
hind which your ‘industry’ continues to 
poflute public morals? 

“Do you hold your job by the pre- 
tense that thru such manipulation your 
employers gain immunity from censor- 
ship or suppression? 

“Or are you employed for other and 
deeper reasons, which political power 
can justify, such as securing important 
advantages, including the services of the 
Department of State and the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, in your widespread 
foreign transactions?” 

This according to the Shipler publica- 
tion is the start of a drive in a crusade 
against so-called unworthy screen pro- 
ductions in which other leading religious 
publications are joining The Churchman.

(AMKINO) ’ 
At the Film Guild Cinema 

After the naturalistic and symbolic 
pattern of that excellent Russian film, 
Potemkin, this study of the revolution 
in Ukraine during the late upheaval 
proves to be a noteworthy successor. 
It is in no wise a “plot” film, tho it 
carries a terrifically sustained dramatic 
intensity in which the turbulent Ukrain- 
ian masses are epitomized in their strug- 
gle by the blind efforts of the soldier- 
workers to open their eyes to knowledge 
and freedom. At times this panorama 
of individual scenes tends to destroy 
that impersonal and concentrated ‘Sweep 
of the masses toward their goal. But in 
its entirety and propagandistic purpose 
(which is unmitigatedly Bolshevist), the 
production presents flashes of a trench- 
ant and original work. 

It is ingeniously conceived and ex- 
ecuted in both the treatment of its 
characters (which are never individuals, 
but are symbolized representatives of 
the opposing forces) and in its technical 
handling. The camera work is starkly 
imaginative and some of the angles 
achieved are superb. Such sequences as 


the mad and reckless train ride, which 
ends in catastrophe for the workers; the 
silhouetted scenes of marching men, and 


the boldly informal shots of the various 
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types and numerous others show a fine 
imagination and knowledge of cinematic 
values. 

Dovzhenko prepared the scenario and 
handled the direction. Much of its 
success must go to his efforts. In the 
symbolic role of the groping and knowl- 
edge-seeking worker, S. Swazhenko gives 
a sterling performance. His personality 
and utterly untheatrical interpretation 
stamp him as a rare screen artist. The 
rest of the human characters can be 
classified as well-chosen types. 

Picture will no doubt be hampered in 
its domestic success by its propagandistic 
label, but in art theaters, foreign-pop- 
ulated centers and with all those who 
are tolerant of the Soviet regime, this 
production will be heartily received.

Paul Muni, known to the legitimate 
stage as Muni Wiesenfeld, who made 
such an excellent impression and created 
a large following for himself in his first 
talking film, The Valiant, branches out 
as a character actor of unusual ability in 
this production. But in spite of the 
inserest that one takes in Muni’s excep- 
tional talents, the idea would have been 
much bette: as a two-reel subject than 
as a full-length feature. The idea is s0 
utterly vapid that it seems to run on and 
on, gettine nowhere. 


Muni has the role of Papa Chibou, an 
attendant in a wax-figure museum, where 
lovers come to spoon. For 25 years the 
old man has lived and loved these in- 
animate objects—characters of famous 
people. The place is offered for auction 
and the old man is loath to leave his 
companions—to see them melted into 


wax again. Into the story is woven the 
romance of a girl and boy, the girl’s 
father looking at their proposed mar- 


riage with disapproval. Learnjng of the 
sale of his museum friends, the old man 
drops off to sleep and dreams. Here the 
wax figures of Napoleon, Franz Schubert, 
Don Juan, Joe Gans, an Engl “coster 
character and a hypnotist come to life to 
show the old man a way to bring happi- 
ness to the young lovers. Muni plays 
these six characters, in addition to that 
of the museum attendant. He displays 
a versatility that seems to have un- 
limited proportions. The character por- 
trayal of Chibou, which he plays during 
most of the film, is exceptional in its 
makeup and the intimate mannerisms 
and gestures with which Muni has cre- 
ated him. 

However, all of this exceptional histri- 
onism is totally wasted thru the inept 
story and its lengthy and seemingly 
wasted footage. The entire production 
gives the idea of a vaudeville act that 
has been elaborated upon to a disadvan- 
tage. 

The cast includes Marguerite Churchill, 
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as the girl, and Russell Gleason, as the 
boy, with Lester Lonergan, that capable 
actor, in the stereotyped role of the girl’s 
opposing father. 

The film was directed by Berthold 
Viertel, who has managed to get a few 
imaginative sequences into the film.

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Duffy Resigns 
As TSMA Chief 


NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—The resignation 
of Henry L. Duffy as president of the 
Theatrical Stock Managers’ Association 
was announced following a meeting of 
the board of directors here last Wednes- 
day. George Julian Houtain, executive 
chairman of the association, stated that 
a new president had been selected to fill 
Duffy’s unexpired term. He declined to 
reveal the new officer’s name because 
the latter has not yet signified his will- 
ingness to accept the post, and identified 
him only insofar as stating that he is a 
manager well known in the metropolitan 
district. 

Houtain revealed that Duffy had ten- 
dered his resignation last week thru 
James Thatcher, of the Century Play 
Company, his Eastern representative. 
Duffy's reasons for quiting the post, ac- 
cording to Houtain, were, first, that he 
could not faithfully fill the position, 
owing to pressure of business, and, sec- 
ondly, that as stock conditions in the 
West differed considerably from those in 
the East he felt also that he could not 
attune himself to the dutiles of president 
of the association. 


Duffy's resignation came as a consider- 
able blow to the association, Houtain in- 
Gieated, for it appears that Duffy had 
not been expected to lend much more 
than the prestige of his name as the 
largest and most successful stock oper- 
ator in the country to the position. 

“It was to have been a sort of honorary 
position,” Houtain said. “However,” he 
added, “any suggestions from Duffy 
would have received the most careful 
consideration.” 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 18—When 
queried by a Billboard representative as 
to his reason for resigning as president 
of the Stock Managers’ Association, 
Henry Duffy declared that it was due 
to his inability to devote all of his time 
to the organization. “I am with them 
heart and soul,” he said, “as I have 
great hopes for the future, not only 
for the Stock Managers’ Association, but 
also the individual managers thruout 
the United States.”

Open Sunday Real Need 
Of Stock, Says Houtrain 


The speech of George Julian Houtrain, 
executive chairman of the Theatrical 
Stock Managers’ Association, to the 
council of the Actors’ Equity Association 
in New York November 8 was a strong 
argument for Sunday stock shows. In 
substance, Mr. Houtrain said: 

“When in Rome do as the Romans do 
If Sunday night is good enough for 
vaudeville and motion picture-talkie 
houses, why isn't if good enough for 
legitimate houses? There are about 104 
operating stock companies in America. 
Perhaps more than 65 per cent of these 
are operating in the West, where Sunday 
performances are allowed. New York 
boasts only one stock company. Give 
Sunday performances and stock will have 
a fighting chance to operate sucessfully 
and plentifully in the East. 

“Who competes with the movies and 
the talkies? Not the $3.30 to $6.60 show. 
The stock company, with its dollar-top 
price, is the competitor of the other 
Sunday enterprises, only stock {!s not 
allowed to operate as they do on a Sun- 
day. The result is that on Sundays the 
public gets to be educated for vaudeville

“Why,” remarked one West Texan, fol- 
lowing his first introduction to a Harley 
Sadler bill, and to Harley, in person, 
“he is just as common as an old shce.” 


The West Texan was passing a com- 
pliment He was not belittling the 
superb shownian in the least. It was 


merely his manner of stating that Har- 
ley Sadler is “a regular fellow”, human, 
approachable. 


To me, this expresses the secret of 
Sadler’s remarkable success in his chosen 
profession. The measure of fine per- 
formance as an actor, seems to me, is 
one's ability to portray a part in a man- 
ner accepted by audiences as _ the 
“natural” speech and action of the par- 
ticular character in the piece passing in 
review upon the boards.

From the same articles comes the fol- 
lowing from Harley Sadler, and it is sin- 
cere: “I feel that I have enjoyed and got 
more Out of life than I have been 
entitled to, more than I have a right to 
expect. I want tc be appreciative of this 
fact and give back to the people who 
have helped me al! that Ican. No doubt 
there are other shows that have made 
more money for their owners than mine 
does for me, but I don’t consider profit 
in dollars all that there is to success. A 
big part of what I cal! success is the fact 
that I please the pecple. who are my 
friends, and give them happy hours and 
wholesome laughter. Much of my suc- 
cess I see in the fact that my show is 
always welcomed back by the responsible 
people of the communities in which 1 
play. Seventy-five to 80 per cent of my 
Ppetroms are church folks.” 

A two weeks’ billing had been made 
this fall at Lubbock, Tex., before knowl- 
edge of a city-wide evangelistic meeting 
Was gained. Altno his crowds were good 
and promised to continue so, the second 
week was canceled, and the show moved 
to another spot, Sadler announcing that 
his intention was never to interfere with 
such gatherings.

There are 11 
stage hands and canvasmen, five of whom 
are detailed tc tne stage as stage man- 
ager, two assistants, a property man and 
assistant, and five giri ushers. Follow- 
ing a concert by the band, from 7:30 
until 8 p.m., while the house is filling 
up, folks listen to a concert by an elec- 
tric system of amplification of records. 
News of the day, baseball or football 
scores and other items of local interest 
are announced. Then the orchestra of 
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12 pieces cumes on. The street band 
numbers 14. 

Backstage there is an electric switch- 
board, asbestus lined: olivets, flood lights, 
cloud effects and all that is to be found 
in any modern theater Some have 
credited this company as Offering the 
most pretentious of productions in 
detail, including cCstuming and setting. 
Sadler has been featuring big presenta- 
tion acts for the last three years. Two 
80-foot baggage cars carry the outfit. A 
large truck is used for the band on the 
etre et

“The Little Theater is raising the 
standards of the modern stage. It creates a 
demand for better plays Because of 
their familiarity with good plays, pre- 
sented by amateurs, both the audience 
and actors will not be satisfied with 
poor ones.” This opinion, expressed by 
J.J. Syme, superintendent of playgrounds 
in Hamilton, Ont., was the keynote of a 
meeting on community drama, held dur- 
ing the recent National Recreation Con- 
gress in Louisville, Ky. 

On the question of organizing Little 
Theater groups, the meeting showed a 
wide difference of opinion. Some felt it 
better to start with a small group and 
build up an organization; others that it 
is better to start with a large, com- 
munity-wide group and divide this into 
sections. A number of the delegates 
favored very select and careful castings. 

Active participation by the greatest 
possible number of pecple should be the 
aim, others maintained. It was decided 
that these two objectives can be com- 
bined by striving for high standards of 
production with superior casts, but ore 
ganizing those who are not talented ace 
tors into makeup and stage crews and 
other departments. A gocd suggestion 
was made that where large numbers are 
involved, three casts be selected to re- 
hearse the same play, the play being pre- 
sented on three evenings, with different 
actors each night.

should be included in the community 
drama program, it was agreed. This af- 
fords expression to different kinds of 
talent. Tournaments of one-act plays 
are valuable in creating community in- 
terest and leading to the establishment 
of new groups.

tutes encourage small groups to establish 
and continue a dramatic program by 
teaching the art of acquiring excellent 
Stage effects with a smal] expenditure. 
August Fischer, of Lansing} Mich., stated 
that it is possible to produce a successful 
play without a professiona] leader, pro- 
vided the amateur leader e estly studies 
production by attending a drama in- 
stitute, reading good plays and books on 
production, and attending plays. 

The presentation of Broadway plays by 
boys and girls of Junior High School age 
should be discouraged, it&was asserted. 
Plays less sophisticated afd more suit- 
able for this age are obtainable. Rural 
groups should not be expedted to present 
and write plays portrayingjfnly country 
life, since the purpose o* drama is to 
release people into a new orld of “let’s 
pretend.” 

Groups interested in play production 
should be encouraged t2 start with 
simple one-act productions rather than 
to discourage themselves and their audi- 
ences by starting with pretentious three- 
act plays.

To make the “alr questionnaire” 
fective, co-operation is asked. 
artists, program managers and im- 
presarios, and radio editors have any 
question or questions they would like to 
ask radio fans, they are invited to sub- 
mit them. For instance, cone radio editor 
wants to know whether radio lsteners 
would like to have programs printed in 
larger size than agate type. Another one 
wants to know whether radio fans are 
particularly interested in “personality” 
stories about radio artists. Someone else 
would like to know whether or not the 
“personality” of the artist makes any 
effect one way or the other upon the 
radio audience? Do the picture and story 
of the artist bring him any closer to his 
audience, and does that increase his 
popularity? Is there such a thing as

getting a “stage personality” across the 
air as effectively as across the footlights? 

Recent survey conducted to find out 
how and from where radio audiences 
picked their stations and programs re- 
sulted in the following statistics: 

75% of the listening audience refer 
to programs printed in papers 
use lists made up by themselves, 
picking their own favorites, or 
from sources other than papers.

possibilities but seems to be handicapped 
by a poor production and an incapable 
cast. * In spite of these hindrances it

Once and only once during the entire 
play does the author lose his held. Re- 
ligiously Robins Millar held to the idea 
of the dead living in the memory of 
those who knew until the last act. The 
opportunity for a melodramatic theatrical 
moment apparently was too much for 
him and he succumbed. It has the ef- 
fect of moving the play from the 
province of a purely intellectual play 
to that of a melodrama and it cheapened 
it markedly. 

Whoever is responsible, the directo 
or producers, for the placing of voice 
tones can also be charged with hamper- 
ing this production A monotonous 
melancholic tempo starts with the meas- 
ured rise of the curtain and is main- 
tained thruout the proceedings. It does 
not aid the play 

The interesting theme of a dead soldier 
who was loved and hated and envied liv- 
ing so vividly that his presence is felt 
as the living knew him provides the 
story. Ronnie Vexted was a waster to 
his father: a boy lover to his sweetheart, 
Pamela Bentley; a philanderer to Rev. Ar- 
thur Stanes; a paramour to Mrs. Stanes; 
a bad soldier to James Harding, and a 
cheat to Gibbs 

The play starts immediately after a 
seance in which Miss Newton, a maiden 
lady given to spiritualism, has invoked 
the spirit of Ronnie to emit a mockin 
laugh at the assemblage. The laugh, 
which takes place before the drama is 
commenced, is really the cause for the 
whole low pace of the piece. The 
theories of life and no life after death 
are discussed and the company then goes 
off to bed, leaving James Harding, 
whose passion for Pamela has led him 
to force his way into the Vexted house- 
hold thru the guise of motor trouble, 
alone in the drawing room. Harding 
evidently and apparently is thinking 
deeply, the curtains hiding the door to 
the garden divide, and a soldier enters. 
The Ronnie who when blind drunk 
saved the life of Lieutenant Harding and 
was decorated, the Ronnie whose es- 
capades in France led to the dishonor- 
able relief of his commission, the Ronnie 
who was a revengeful, vindictive soldier 
appears. All these qualities are brought 
out by careful playwriting. Harding 
vowed to drive him from thememory of 
Pamela and the spirit mockingly laughs 
him and starts for the bed chamber 
of the girl. Later he appears to Pamel 
as the boy lover. And then to Rev. and 
Mrs, Stanes as the lover and philanderer. 
The Rev. Mr. Stanes apprised of his

Heads Up is a standard musical com- 
edy. At it can be passed a pleasant 
evening watching pretty girls in pretty 
clothes doing pretty dances to pretty 
tunes. There is clean amusement and 
nice fun, the sort that the adherents 
of Rodgers and Hart scores will find a 


few tunes to like, the followers of Victor 
Moore will take keen delight in, and 
the people who go to musical com- 


edies seeking a book that is not absurd 
will go home still disappointed. Gen- 
erally this pretty good show manages to 
hold the interest, but this is not due 
to the music or the book. Its continuity 
depends entirely upon the comical ges- 
tures and lines of Victor Moore and the 
nervous young juvenile, Jack Whiting 

Even so Heads Up should attract some 
trade until after the Christmas rush is 
over. Then, unless one of the tunes 
that sounds like a hit dance numbe 
catches on, it will once again take to 
the provinces. 

The libretto by McGowan and Smith 
is as silly as most musical comedy books, 
but it is supported by sparkling dialog, 
double-entendre and the sort of thing 
that causes quiet chuckles in musical 
shows and loud raucous laughter at 
burlesque. 

The Rodgers and Hart score is cer- 
tainly the lowest level this team of 
young composers has reached. There is 
one tune, and possibly another, that 
will be considerably danced to, but none 
that will swell their royalty records 

It is another bootlegger episode and 
from Broadway steps Robert Gleckler 
with his Steve Crandall manner accen- 
tuated by a seafaring bootlegger's rai- 
ment. Gleckler adds a worthy dramatic 
touch to the performance He is the 
captain of the Silver Lady, Mrs. Martha 
Trumbull’s yacht, and is using it for 
nefarious purposes, that of transporting 
liquor from the sea to the show. Young 
and handsome Jack Mason, fresh of 
Annapolis, is assigned to the coast guard 
to run down the criminal and unfor- 
tunately happens to be in love with Mrs. 
Trumbull’s daughter, Mary. Victor 
Moore does a role of an ex-convict 
turned inventor and cook on Mrs, Trum- 
bull's yacht The interludes provide 
Moore with ample chances for comedy 
and he excels. 

Jack Whiting, doing a show with a 
cold that left him nearly without a 
voice, proves himself a tried trouper, 
and jt can be said that this is the best 
work of his career. Barbara Newberry 
looks pretty and decorative, but adds 


out 


little to the play except for her gracefu! 
dancing. 

Ray Bolger does his comical dancing 
and wins continued admiration with it 
Betty Starbuck is entertaining, and 
Alice Boulden, whose night-club singin: 
in and around New York won her 
measure of success, is thoroly 
pointing 

The dancing is of the tap variety, with 
a sister team interpolating tap special- 
ties here and there and a team of male 
tappers doing likewise. George Hale ha 
staged ensembles that are good to look 
at and good to listen to, but there | 
nothing spectacular in any part of the 
production, 

The settings except for nautical 
blunders are wel] designed and executed 
with precision. The costumes are color- 
ful and pull praise from the ladies dur- 
ing the show. At periods there is much 
cause to admire the dresses worn by 
both the principals and the chorus, for 
there are designs which the ladies micht 
themselves be wearing this winter. The 
advocates of the short dress. and those 
of the longer variety, will find a strikine 
comparison. 

Why Do You Suppose seems the best 
song in the show, but it lacks the punch 
that most Rodgers and Hart theme song: 
have had Knees nearly gets this but 
just misses. Since the success of most 
musicals depends largely upon th 
appeal of the music, there can be little 
hope for Heads Up breaking any long 
run records It ought to be here fo 
Christmas trade in any event.

Seldom does a playwright have three 
plays running at once on Broadway. This 


accomplishment is achieved with Cross 
Roads by Martin Flavin and it is too 
bad that it runs so far from the stand- 
ard he has set in The Criminal Cage 
and Broken Dishes, for while these others 
are plays of interest this one is easily 
recognizable as the one nearest his heart 
Cross Roads has a theme, or plot rather 
that is caressingly handled by the au- 
thor and lovingly manipulated by the 
actors in the cast.

Tent Shows Are Big Business 


The Kansas City Journal-Post in its 
issue of October 27 carried an article by 
one of its reporters describing what he 
believed to be the typical life of a tent- 
show performer. The reporter had, quite 
evidently from the tone of the article 
and the facts he narrated, either been 
talking to the cheapest sort of fly-by- 
night, one-night-stand outfit or perhaps 
radio or motion picture competitors. It 
was, all in all, an article which reflected 
little credit on the tent show as enter- 
tainment or the caliber of its people 

This article quite burned up W. Frank 
Delmaine, who travels out of Equity's 
Kansas City office, and he wrote imme- 
diately to the editor of The Post-Journal, 
saying in part: 

“f should think your reporter would 
investigate such matters thoroly before 
writing an article of this kind. 

“I wonder if he realizes that there are 


in Kansas City which depend upon tent 
shows for their existence, such as tent 
and awning, printing, scenic and candy 
companies, electrical supply, calliope and 
musical instrument concerns, drug stores 
for makeup, costume houses, etc. In 
fact the tent dramatic actors and man- 
agers spend over $1,000,000 a year in 
Kansas City and this can easily be 
proven. 

“The average tent-show manager has 
an investment of $10,000, and 80 per cent 
of the money put out for equipment is 
spent in Kansas City.” 

Equity congratulates Mr. Delmaine up- 
on the letter. It believes that he has 
made out a good case for the considera- 
tion of the tent dramatic show as big 
business and it knows that it is worth- 
while dramatic business.

The action is laid in a private sitting room 
in a French seaside hotel near Le Touquet 
The first and second acts occur on a night 
late in the autumn, The third act early in 
the morning. 

There is an -audience for this play. 
Other Men's Wives does not possess & 
single new virtue. Every angle is old 
and worn and vet the entire action 1s 
interesting, amusing and furnishes fun 
for a dull evening. As a play it is a 
pretty poor effort, but as a box-office 
attraction it is far above the average 
current Broadway fare. 

It is the old story of the missing dia- 
monds in a dress cloak. Sir John Dept- 
ford mistrusted his wife and set a private 
detective after her. Reginald De Brett, 


whose specialty is divorce cases, discovers 
that Lady Deptford has lost her diamond 
chein and sets out to find it. The cure 
tain of the play raises on Angela Worth- 
ing and Anthony Peel stranded in a 
small French hotel. Lady Deptford’s 
sister, Patricia, is posing as a maid in 
the hotel hoping to recover her sister's 
diamonds. With the arrival of De Brett. 
Angela consents to impersonate the maid 
and Patricia becomes Mrs. Anthony Peel, 
all for Angela's reputation, the sister’s 
diamonds, the escape from the scandal 
and several other embarrassing situa- 
tions. Of course there is a murder or 
near murder in the next chamber before 
this deception is concocted. From then 
on the play moves swiftly and enter- 
tainly, with De Brett trying every ruse 
at his disposal to force Patricia's guard 
down. He can't do it and her cleverness, 
of course, wins her the heart of Anthony. 

It is unnecessary to mention that 
everything turns out right. Sam Worth- 
ing and Sir John appear at the call of 
De Brett only to learn that he is mis- 
taken, that the woman he thought con- 
nected with the murder was not really 
Sir John's wife, but his wife's sister. 
Sam glows on Angela when he learns 
that her mission at the French inn was 
to stop Patricia from going out on a 


week-end with Anthony without 
formality of marriage. 
it is only natural

While all this is going on there 
continued evidence of Hackett’s skill. 
There is continued evidence that Clal- 
borne Foster is an accomplished actress 
and her efforts must indeed be her best 
to take anything from so capable, per- 
formers as Dorothy Hall, Hugh Sinclair 
and Percy Ames. Carrying the entire 
action on their shculders, this quartet 
supply many amusing moments; in fact, 
the only amusing lapses the play 
possesses. 

The direction is nothing exceptional, 
altho there are times when Selwyn 
creates a false illusion of suspense with- 
out much co-operation from the script. 

Sovey’s one setting is well done and 
the furnishings employed are decorative. 

Other Men's Wives is the sort of thing 
that was completely satisfactory before 
this era of brazen dialog and harsh 
situations set in in the theater With 
nothing more than a thread for a plot, 
Hackett has managed to build a fair 
play that is nearly always good theater.

“Only the actor must treat it as 
art,” insists Sir Harry. “To many it is 
only a job—a way to earn a living. They 
have to change their acts every year 

“But I sing the same songs I sang 20 
years ago, and the people like them. Be- 
cause they are made up of bits from real 
characters. The world is changing, and 
the characters I draw, you don’t see any 
more. 

“They are country people—you don’t 
find them in the cities. Now that soldier 
lad, the one I do first—you haven't seen 
him since the Marne. He’s the slow, 
easy-going lad who joined the army be- 
cause there was nothing else he can do 
—the swaggering, fighting, simple-mind- 
ed ‘Lady from Hell.’ 

“Ay, they’re real folk—but you want 
to imitate ‘em not with a mean ‘haw 
haw,’ but with a gentle snicker. That's 
what makes ‘em human—understanding 
‘em. But they’re gone now. After I’m 
dead, you'll see no more of ‘em.

Children were ad- 
mitted free to the grounds, and the 
shows and rides on the Gladway were 
open to them for five cents, which gen- 
erosity on the part of the fair Officials 
drew thousands of youngsters. The 
Queensborough school band added further 
jollification to the day with a concert 
program given on the Gladway. 

The usual band concerts and acts in 
front of the grand stand were on tap in 
the afternoon and Monday night the big 
display of fireworks and circus acts were 
added to the program. The enacting of 
the battle of Chateau Thierry by means 
of fireworks was one of the stunts on the 
night program The Gladway was get- 
ting a big play with the crowds taking 
advantage of their last opportunity to 
patronize the Rubin & Cherry Shows. 

In addition to Mcnday being desig- 
nated as Armistice and American Legion 
Day it was also Confederate Veterans’ Day, 
Spanish-American War Veterans’. Day, 
American Legion Auxiliary Day and was 
further marked by a football game be- 
tween the Arkansas Aggies of Magnolia 
and Louisiana State Normal of Natchi- 
toches. 

Horse races were a feature of the after- 
noon attractions at the grand stand, 
where the usual circus acts were pre- 
sented as well, and the night features, 
including the Brcadway Revue and the 
California Poppies and the fireworks pro- 
gram, were also repeated.

MOULTRIE, Ga., Nov. 16.—There are 
few places in the Southeast that could 
have staged a fair of the magnitude and 
interest of the Colquitt County Fair held 
here, according to local bankers and 
business men. Business conditions are 
unusually good in this section, and from 
an attendance standpoint the fair this 
year was the biggest Moultrie has ever 
held.

The treasurer said that the 
money had always been handled thru 
the secretary's office in past years and 
that his records included’ the itemized 
accounts of receipts and expenditures. 


“I have the treasurer’s reports for 
past years, but the reports were made 
up from the records of the office or 
the secretary that are now missing,” 
Martin explained. 


Parker terms Martin's statement con- 
cerning the disappearance of the rece 
ords “mud. slinging”. 

“Since I was 17 years of age,” a further 
statement from Mr. Parker says, “I have 
continually worked to build this fair— 
until 1921 without any compensation— 
spending much time, money, using my 
personal employees and so on. We got 
to a financial condition where the fair 
could afford to pay for its services,-and 
from that time on I was paid a salary, 
some expense accounts and furnished

EDDIE KRAHN, Middle-Western pro- 
fessional champion, nosed out Murray 
Gorman, former Eastern one-mile title- 
holder, in a sensational one-mile open 
race, in which eight contestants en- 
gaged, at the Van Cortlandt Olympia 
Skating Rink, New York, on Thursday 
evening, November 7. Krahn, getting of 
the mark in a tie with Gorman, came 
around very cleverly at the first turn. 
The Middle-Western champ then skated 
hard while leading the entire distance 
and never was headed. Gorman re- 
peatedly tried for a pass, but the leader 
knew too much, The former was second 
at home almost on top of the victor.

THE FIRST INDOOR skating rink in 
Chicago in 19 years was opened by 
Patrick Harmon before an_ overflow 
crowd of enthusiastic ice skaters No 
one dreamed that ice skaters totaling 
over 2,000 would take advantage of the 
first night’s opening. Fancy and figure 
skaters, it seems, have taken a new lease 
on life. Approximately 50 showed their 
ability on the small steel blades to the 
satisfaction of the crowd The main 
feature of the opening night was the 
ice races conducted by the Western 
Skating Association. The star of the 
evening was Wilbur Marks, who won the 
championship for the boys under 16. 
Marks has been making great strides in 
the past two years and is determined to 
be one of Chicago's best. He represented 
the Charles V. Barrett team of skaters 
and easily won his heat and the final. 
Races are held every evening, including 
Sunday. 


A ROLLER-SKATING RINK in the an- 
nex of Convention Hall at Rochester, 
N. Y., is the proposal of John Routier, 
but members of the City Council seem 
almost unanimously . opposed to it. 
When John Ellendt, superintendent of 
buildings under whose jurisdiction city 
structures are rented, submitted request 
for a release of the annex the Councilmen 
objected. Mr. Routier was promised an 
opportunity to present his argument. 

While the renting of most city-owned 
buildings is done without lease, usually 
for a brief period of time, Mr. Routter 
asked the building bureau for a definite 
lease of the Convention Hall property 
for a skating rink, and was willing to

THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE of the 
city of Montreal, Que., has voted $10,000 
to the Public Works Department, play- 
grounds section, for the purpose of es- 
tablishing skating rinks in the city play- 
grounds.

Publicity

“What do you do in the way of ex- 
ploitation to bring crowds to your park 
or beach?” 

That is the question which should be 
the topic of a round-table discussion at 
the annual meeting of the N. A. A. P. 
and at all other gatherings of park own- 
ers and managers. It is an important 
subject, which should be discussed freely, 
so that each can benefit from the ideas 
~ the other. 

Of course, what proves successful in 
one locality may be a frost in another, 
but following an interchange of ideas the 
wheat can be separated from the chaff 


and the best picked out or improved 
upon for use where it can be best ap- 
plied 


Revere Beach has just experienced @ 
most successful season from the view- 
point of exploitation. Several plans were 
resorted to, principal of which were “‘Dol- 
lar Days” and fireworks shows, with the 
big show of the year on the night before 
the Fourth, in the form of a ship bomb- 
ing from the air. 

When one stops to consider that the 
mile of amusements at Revere Beach, 
consisting of 30 shows and rides, are 
separately owned, it can be seen that it 
must have been a herculean effort to 
bind the 30 separate owners into one or- 
zation to agree on a concerted plan. The 
most important thing here was to prop- 
erly apportion the cost of the various 
shows so that one amusement owner 
would not feel that he was being assessed 
a larger amount than another. Then 
again, a cash donation of $400 or $500 
from some small amusement man is 
somewhat of a hardship. 

Therefore, a plan had to be formulated. 
The amusement owners were banded to- 
gether to form the Amusement Division 
of the Revere Chamber of Commerce and 
the dues set at $5 per year. The amount 
received from this source was negligible. 


Next it was decided to hold a Dollar 
Day. Tickets of admission to all the 
larger shows and rides, with a value of 
about $3, were sold for $1 and good for 
a specified date. Twelve hundred dollars 
was spent in newspaper advertising for 
the Dollar Day and almost 10,000 tickets 
were sold. All the money received from 
the sale of tickets was put into the pub- 
licity fund Owners of the smaller 
amusements, which could not accommo- 


date a large crowd, were not included on 
the ticket and made cash donations to 
the fund, while owners of refreshment 


booths and souvenir stands were assessed 
at the rate of 50 cents per front foot. 


Instead of the Dollar Day attracting 
only holders of the special tickets, a 
crowd estimated at more than 200.000 

1 Revére Beach during the after- 
noon and evening, and those who did 
not have the special tickets paid th 
full price of admission Re-rides also 
brought in quite a sum to the various 
amusement owners, the cash business 
amounting to about as much as would 


be taken in on any regular day when no

The money derived in this way was 
used to pay for fireworks and to adver- 
tise the fireworks shows, which were 
staged on §& l nights every two 
weeks Spe 1 fireworks shows were 
staged the 1 t before May 30, Decora- 
tion Day. and the night before June 17, 
Bunker Hill Day ! day in Massachu- 
setts). Both of these shows were staged 
right after midnight, the lateness of the 
hour resulting in the crowds staying at 
Revere Beach almost all night and pat-

and that a good show must be given to 
satisfy the crowd. 

Then again, this is also the proper 
time to say a word about advertising 
attractions, such as fireworks shows. It 
is absolutely necessary to advertise and 
to spend as much money in advertising 
as is paid for the show being advertised. 
At Revere Beach the policy has been to 
spend more for the advertising than Is 
paid for attraction, because it was 
felt that if the best show in the country 
is being put on, if you don't let the 
world know about it they will not come 
to see it and the attraction is so much 
wasted money. 

The excursion business was not ne- 
glected by the Amusement Division of 
the Revere Chamber of Commerce. For 
years excursions had been run to Revere 
Beach over the lines of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad. They were always suc- 
cessful to a certain degree, but in the 
opinion of some of the amusement own- 
ers there was room for improvement. A 
traveling press agent was sent on the 
road along the line from which the ex- 
cursions were booked. He worked in 
conjunction with the railroad publicity 
department and in each town augmented 
the railroad publicity with some of his 
own. Circus methods were used to boost 
the excursions, with the result that the 
excursion business was tripled last year, 
and next year it te expected it will be 
improved still more. 

Too many resort owners neglect pub- 
licity during the winter months, figuring 
that the park and beach business is only 
good in the summer, so that there is no 
need of advertising during the off season. 
They are only partly right. Altho imme- 
diate results are only obtainable during 
the period that the resort is open, a 
constant calling of attention to the fact 
that there is such a park or beach or 
that something is happening there or 
contemplated for the coming season 
nelps whet the appetite of the outdoor 
amusement seeker so that early spring 
will find him anxious to go there. 

More than 600 conventions, including 
the national convention of the American 
Legion and the American Federation of 
Labor, are already booked for Boston 
during 1930. Boston will also celebrate 
its tercentenary next year. With Revere 
Beach less than five miles from the 
center of Boston, does it sound reason- 
able for Revere Beach to neglect pub- 
licity at this time and resume when 
summer comes? Certainly not. 

The Amusement Division of the Revere 
Chamber of Commerce is an all-year- 
round proposition. Some of the excur- 
sions are being booked for a day at 
Revere Beach and the officials of the 
Amusement Division are co-operating 
with Boston city officials so as to get in 
on the ground floor for the tercentary. 

Of course, Revere Beach is fortunate 
to some extent It has for its mayor 
Andrew A. Casassa, an amusement man 
who is largely interested financially in 
Revere Beach, who devotes a great deal 
of his energy as president of the Amuse- 
ment Division of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, president of the New England 
Amusement Men's Association, and a 
man who is ever willing to co-operate 
with the emusement owners for better 
business.

TOLEDO, O., Nov. 16.—Attendance at 
the Toledo Industrial Progress Exposi- 
tion, which has been holding sway, ex- 
cept for Sunday, in the new city Exhibi- 
tion Hall, at Erle and Market streets, 
since November 7, and comes to a climax 
tonight, has exceeded the expectations 
of R. J. Eustice, manager.

An Expensive Lesson 


Experience as gained in the carnival 
business is a costly proposition when 
considered from an angle of playing fair 
dates. 

From all lists compiled to date it has 
not been revealed where the midway 
grosses of the carnival went up this year 
except at a few big fairs. Yet most of 
the fair associations extracted a higher 
price or percentage for the midway con- 
cession from the show manager than at 
any time in history. Especially is this 
true at the outright buy dates which are 
so common in the East and Southeast 

Some of the smaller fairs and shows 
possibly did show a slight increase over 
previous years but this, too, is doubtful, 
as a general slump thruout the country 
seemed to hold about the same average. 
These exceptions here and there would 
by no means overcome the many bad 
dates. Several shows reported an in- 
crease at one or two fairs out of a cir- 
cuit of 12 or more, but on the other 
hand fell off at the other 10, so taken as 
a whole the past fair season was way off. 

By this it is not meant the fairs did 
not prosper, tho incoming reports show 
many of them in bad circumstances. 
Many of them eclipsed all former records 


for attendance, very few, in fact, report- 
ing much decrease in this department. 
With the increased attendance it seems 
the midways did not get going at full 
speed for some reason and consequently 
suffered Yet this season more money 
was given up by carnival managers than 
at any time in the past. 

It is easy to understand this, as carni- 
val competition has reached such a high 
pitch managers make wild bids to head 
the “other fellow”, regardless of the con- 
sequences he may later suffer. 

Nothing has ever been advanced to 
remedy this situation, but it is a cer- 
tainty the competitive bidding by show 
managers has reached the _ Florida 
“boom” stage and something is bound to 
happen. It is not very frequent we read 
of a fair reducing the percentage or 
price unless it is stuck without a show. 
The fair secretary merely sits bagé&& and 
watches the show manager “bid his head 
off”. 

There are many managers sadder but 
wiser with the closing of the present 
season, but there are many vet with un- 
burned hands awaiting the opportunity 
to stick them in the fire,

While the attendance from 
some standpoints was disappointing, yet 
a great deal of enthusiasm was displayed 
by those present, and with the slogan 
‘Fvery Member Get a Member’ it is ex- 
pected that another year will see nearly 
every pitckman in the country enrolled. 
At the low due rate of $1 per year it is 
thought that no pitchman can afford 
not to join. The present officers were 
continued in office. The next conven- 
tion is to be held either at Covington, 
Ky., or Columbus, O., this poinf to be 
decided later. Among the new members 
enrolled were Mr. and Mrs. Phillips, who 
both took out a card. This is typical 
of the spirit encountered by the new 
organization, and many who found much 
to object to before are now joining the 
new organization and putting their 
shoulders to the wheel for the good of 
pitchmen. If a remark may be permit- 
ted from the reporter, would like now 
to answer a question that many will 
raise. The question is ‘What do I get 
for my dollar?’ In the beginning you 
will receive practically nothing. It takes 
time, co-operation and money to make 
the influence of the organization felt. 
It took the U. S. government over 100 
years to complete the canalization of the 
Ohio River. Therefore it would be fool- 
ish to expect that the organization can 
over night open all towns. But, with 
the help of each pitchman, progress can 
be made and much good accomplished. 
The financial] report submitted by John 
Dennie, treasurer, and audited by the 
finance committee, shows that the new 
association is on a sound basis. with all 
bills paid and a small balance in the 
treasury.”

talkie palaces are the celebrated Theater 
des Capucines, for years the home of 
witty French operettas; the Olympia, one 
of the few vaudeville houses of Paris, 
and the popular home of international 
revues, the Moulin Rouge Music Hall. 

Talkies in French are still a negligible 
factor, but when they do begin to enter 
the field in any quantity other theatri- 
ca! landmarks are bound to fall. There- 
fore managers and producers are mark- 
ing time and refusing to risk any really 
important productions. Exception must 
be made for the ultra-modern Theater 
Pigalle, the productions of the Isola 
Rrothers, Camille Wyn and a few others. 

Several factors have caused a serious 
slump in the late-night resort business, 
particularly in the Montmartre cabaret 
belt, the Opera and Champs-Elysees dis- 
tricts. In Montmartre the new El Gar- 
ron, Cotton Club, Kit Kat and Grelot 
are closed and no one seems anxious 
to risk opening them. 

The cabarets and bars in the Opera 
and Champs-Elysees sections are doing 
a fair or good afternoon tea business, 
but seem unable to draw the crowds at 
night. Expensive name bands and high- 
grade attractions seem to help but little 
and managers are uneasily trying out 
novelties of various sorts in an attempt 
to weather the crisis. 


Montparnasse is enjoying a boom espe- 
cially in the region of the popular 
Dome. The Coupole for the second time 
within a year is rushing a new addition 
and several new cabarets, bars’ and night 
clubs have sprung up this season. While 
there is little doubt that Mont- 
parnasse is becoming the cafe center of 
Paris, it is a question whether the high- 
class cabarets will really become ac- 
climated there. 

The Latin Quarter, on a small scale, 


known in circus 
Nelson, tight-rope 
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is also becoming a rival to Montmartre, 
but its attractions are of a special type. 


Aside from several] historic cellars being 
exploited as bars and cabarets it 
boasts a few Chinese restaurants and a 
few typically French cabarets The 
American idea of entertainment is con- 
fined to the popular Cloche ana@ the 
Rateau Ivre 

The amusement parks enjoyed a very 
successful season and are still doing 


business in November and will continue 
to operate certain attractions thruout 
the winter. Luna Park will add several 
new attractions next year, and J. M 
Conners is drawing plans for new rides 
and buildings in the Jardin d’Acclimata- 
tion. 

The circuses are doing good business, 
but Paris is crowded with good acts out 
of work and the managers and agents 
are basing salary offers accordingly. The 
Cirque de Paris will go into the hands 
of the wreckers in January, but will 
eventually be replaced by a new indoor 
circus building in another part of Paris 
Both the Cirque Medrano and Cirque 
d’Hiver have been modernized and new- 
ly decorated and are drawing good audi- 
ences. 

Apart from the amusement parks and 
circuses the amusement business is not 
in a particularly flourishing state and 
the cabarets in particular are suffering a 
severe slump. The exceptions are a few 
of the better known night resorts offer- 
ing American name bands and high-
